
Thousands joi ji anti-nuelear power protest 



NEW YORK (UP!) - To the tunc of 
rock 'n roll music, as many as 200,000 
protesters rallied Sunday In the shad- 
ow of Manhattan'5 World Trade 
Center towers to call for an end to 
nuclear power. 

At least 25 people were treated on 
the scene for sun stroke, lacerations, 
or drug overdoses, none of ^ich was 
descrlt>cd OS serious. 

Speakers urged the youthful au- 
dience to avoid drug-Iaccd apple juke 
that was passed around and to elect 
an antl-nuclcar president In 19&0. 



Members of the September 23 Raily 
Committee, which sponsored the 
protest and Ifl other similar actions 
around the country Sunday, said the ' 
shouldcr-to-shoulder crowd on a 
three-block square landfill site at 
Battery Partf^lty was the largest In 
the lifstory of the anti-nuclear mov- 
ement. 

The committee estimated the size of 
the crowd at 200,000. There were 'no 
official police estimates. 

Hcadfincrs at the event included 
octrcss Jane Fonda and her activist

The Detroit News sold In a copy- 
right story a survey conducted by 
ivftrket Opinion Research also' 
found four of five GOP county 
-chiefs-viewed Sen. Edward Ken- 
nedy as the toughest Democratic 
opponent in the isao election. 
The survey found Reagan the 

Presidential choice of 41 percent of 
le. county leaders on an overall 
basis. The former California gov- 
ernor led significantly In many 
areas. 

"The lindlngs underscore how 



strong Reagan Is." sold Robert 
Teeter, president of the 8ur\'cy 
research firm. "They don't say he 
. Is. unbeatable--;- but God. is- hc— 
strong.

And the industry, which long has 
felt Its profits on heating oil to be 
inadequate, used the situation lo In- 
crease profits, boosting the price of 
heating oil far more than was Justified 
by Import crudcolt price increases. 

While some of the added Increase is 
clearly due to Increased opcrnting 
costs to refiners, even oil company 
officials admit they have begun to 
raise profits to what they consider to 
be more equitable levels than thev 
havehadlnthcpast.

' documents that described tests con- 
ducted in 4950 in . which a cloud of 
bacteria was sprayed over the San 



Francisco Bay area. 

San Francisco' lawyer Edwin 
Nevlns III is suing the Army for SIl 
million on grounds his griondfalher 
died from a rare Infection that iK- 
suited from the bacteria tests. 

The new documents, obtained under 
a Freedom of Information request, 
were made available to United Press 
International by the American Citi- 
zens for Honesty In Government, a 
Church of Scientology group that op- 
poses chemical warfare testing.

The documents sold the volunteers 
experienced an Increase In heart rate 
and blood pressure, increased blood 
flO\v (flushing), dry mouth, anorexia 
(loss of ■ appctlle). -hv-pcractivo 
peristaltic sounds, v^oakncss ,(ir^ 
tightness in lees, blurred vision that 
"occurred early and persisted after 
recovery from all other effects," 
urinary frequency and urgency, and 
nausea or vomiting, which the testers 
said "seemed to be related lo an 



overdose of physoutlgmine rather 
than lo the agent," 

"All the above symptoms, except 
for the visual difficulties, were re- 
versible with adequate physostlgmine 
treatment," the documents said. 

Brian Anderson, a spokesifian' for 
.the Sclcntologj- group, said oven 
though the tests did not "blanket a 
city" his organization has been con- 
tacted by more than' "three dozen 
individuals who iindenvcnt tests with 
?.7. -iiul related drugs and \\^ are now 
'Lumpialnln:^ ui after-effects.* 



Anderson said BZ Is 10 to 100 times 
more potent thon LSD. 

•Army spokesmen said earlier there 
is about so tons of the drug stockpjlcd 
at bases In Maryland, Arkansas and 
Utah. 

The Army previously acknowledged 
ZGl people took part In BZ tests 
between 19C0 and 1969, although de- 
tails were not disclosed.'. A Defense 
Department spokesman said military 
officials arc satisfied ttie. volunteer 
servicemen sustained no harmful 
lasting effects.

The hatred of the Utah-based re- 
ligion was intense when Idaho became 
'a state in 1890. That distrust caused, 
among other things, the formation of 
a strong politicaJ organization known 
as "the Anti-Mormon Party."

He sald.hc has also charged Julie 
and Drew interest when they bor- 
fowed-money-for-spccific^urposc^ 
That's another learning experience. 
Steffens said. You're not actually 
taking money away from the children 
if you put the Interest charged into the 
children's savings accounts, he 
added. 

It's all right to open such accounts 
.for young children, he said, but he 
recommeti ds that parents rjjtain con- 
[fBToTlhe accounts until the 'chilUfijif 
are in high school. 

"I'm not so sure J want them to 
control-the-accounl-at-thal lo or 12.'- 
Steffens&ald, "They might spend it nil 
onthelatestfad."

The Mlrada, which is 
mechanically similar to the Cordoba, 
replaces the Dodge Magnum. 

Chrysler's 1980 cars nave the same 
crisp styling as competitors'. 
Chrysler for years clung lo styling 
from the 1960s. Most Chrysler autos

As a French citizen. Bokassa, who 
served In [he_French colonial army, 
cannot be extradited from France. 

In Central Africa. President David 
Dacko, who overthrew Bokassa, faced 
domestic opposition over the role of 
300 French paralroopers in Bangui, 
Ihe capital of the Impoverished, 
landlocked African nation. '

Taraki had been shot nine.timcs while 
presiding at a meeting of his 
ministers in Inside the palace. 

"He Is not in a hospital but a doctor 
Is giving him the required care." 
AmIn also said Taraki was In Kabul. 
- Unofficial reports said Taraki suf- 
fered a stroke that left him partially 
paralyzed. 

AmIn did not explain who shot up 
the presidential palace or reveal how 
many were' wounded in what diplo- 
mats termed "a scries of Chicago .
